A special correspondent of the Press Asso- 
ciation writes:—One of the most interesting 
details in the work of thé British Prize Court 
during the very busy year which has just ended 
has been the awards made by the President, Sir 
Samuel Evans, in respect of ‘“ offensive ”’ 
enemy vessels captured or destroyed by His 
Majesty's ships since the war began. The list 
does not by any méans exhaust the whole of 
the casualties which have befallen enemy 
ships at the instance of our “ Silent Navy,” 
but the record, as it appears in the proceed- 
ings of the Prize Court, includes some of the 
most important and notable achievements of 
the ing during the war. 

The Falkland Islands battle was the first 
fleet action to come befors the Prize Court, 
and applications for bounty have also been 
made in respect of the destruction of the 
notorious raider Emden, and of a number of 
enemy cruisers, submarines, and torpedo boats. 
The sinking of the battleship Bliicher is to 
come before the Court shortly. . 

ORIGIN AND OBJECTS OF “ BOUNTY.” 

Prize bounty, or head money, is a grant 
from the Crown out of moneys provided by 
Parliament as a reward for the sinking or 
capture of an armed vessel belonging to the 
enemy forces, and it is intended primarily as 
an encouragement of personal gallantry and 
enterprise. 

The award originated in the time of the 
Commonwealth, when it was felt that some 
extra remuneration should be given to those 
who, by personal exertions, destroyed a recog- 
nised enemy warship. In the middle of the 
seventeenth century it was enacted that for 
all ships of war of the enemy “ burnt, sunk, 
or destroyed’’ there should be paid for an 
Admiral’s ship £20 per gun, for a Vice- 
Admiral’s ship £16 per gun, for other ships of 
wat £10 per gun. At this time the captors 
were further allowed a certain award of 
pillage or plunder out of all prizes, whether 
warships or merchant vessels. Much lawless- 
ness resulted, and, in later times, a decent 
share of the prize was given to captors in 
lien of plunder. In the case of a warship 
taken or destroyed a ‘‘ bounty” of £10 was 
awarded “ for every gun mounted on a prize.”’ 
These provisions being considered too restrie- 
tive, it was finally enacted that the bounty 
might be paid for “ the taking, sinking, burn- 


of the enemy.’ 

By Order in Council of March 2nd, 1915, His 
Majesty declared his intention to grant bounty 
(by virtue of the Naval Prize Act of 1864) to 
the officers and crews of such of his ships of 
war as were actually present at the destroying 
or taking of any armed ship of any of His 
Majesty’s enemies. Such officers and crews 
were entitled to have distributed among them, 
as prize bounty, “a sum calculated at the 
rate of £5 for each person on board the 
enemy ship at the beginning of the engage- 
ment,”’ 

An interesting point was raised in the Prize 
Court quite recently in the cas6 of H.M.S. 
Canopus, in respect of which a claim was 
put in for bounty for. having “ taken part” 
in the Falkland Islands battle, when four 
German warships were destroyed. Bounty had 
already been awarded to other ships to the 
amount of £12,160, at the rate of £5 per head 
for each person on board the enemy ships at 
the beginning of the engagement. 

No fewer than 2,432 German officers and men 
either went down with their ships or were 
rescued as prisoners in. this action. The 
Canopus was at the time of the battle en- 
gaged in important harbour defence work, but 
claimed a share in the bounty. The Court 
held, however, that she was not legally en- 
titled to a share, as she took no real part in 
the fight, and was not actually present. 

AWARDS UNDER THE SYSTEM, 

Between March 27th and December Sist 
claims for bounty were heard in the Prize 
Court for the destruction of 23 enemy ships. 
The total bounty awarded was £40,935. he 
awards ranged from £135 to £12,160... The

STORIES OF THE ACHIEVEMENTS. 

It will be seen from the above that numerous 
awards have been made—and there are still 
others to-come—to British submdrine officers and 
crews for gallant and destructive work in the 
Baltic, the North Sea, and the Dardanelles. Not 
the least of these was the destruction in the 
Sea of Marmora and the Dardanelles of three 
Turkish warships by E 11, a most daring exploit 
under ‘minefields, with a loss of 866 men to the 
enemy. The amount awarded was £4,330, and 
by the scale of sharing the commander (Captain 
Eric Martin Nasmith, who received the honour 
of ¥.C. for his exploits) received £580 11s. 
Other officers each received £306 6s. 6d., and 
each able seaman on the craft received £76 Is. 
6d. This was one of the largest ehare-outs of 
bounty during the year to individual crews. 

Another interesting “ story’ was that of the 
“suicide of the German mine-laying ship 
Meteor, caught red-handed in the North Sea by 
our ships. She was warned by a friendly 
Zeppelin that the British Fleet was “ coming,”’ 
but it was too late! They came before the 
warning could be successfully heeded. Finding 
that escape was impossible, the officer in com- 
mand of the Meteor decided on self-destruction, 
and blew his ship to pieces before she sank. 
This was held to be a “ destruction’ which en- 
titled the British ships to bounty award, they 
having placed their quarry in a hopeless and 
helpless position. As the Meteor was a ship 
commissioned to “ act offensively,’ 
within the bounty system. 

The sinking of the German armed auxiliery 
Greif in the North Sea by he auxiliary patrol 
Aleantara, adds the special correspondent of 
the Press Association, frustrated an atiemps to 
get another raider of the notorious Moewe class 
out to sea. She was much more powerfully 
armed than the Moewe, and her destruction in 
attempting to get through the blockade was a 
matter for sincere congratulation, for had she 
been allowed to succeed in her enterprise many 
*“vietims *’ would have been added to the list 
of innocent merchant ships sunk without warn- 
ing by the Moewe. Unfortunately, the Al- 
ecantara herself was torpedoed after she had 
smashed the raider, but her officora and crew 
received £1,605 in bounty for their services. 

A dramatic account of the sinking of the Cap 
phages n3 off the east coast of Bouth America 
was told in the Prize Court by Captain Noel 
Grant, O.B. The British ship Carmania, after 
w fight lasting nearly two hours, out-mancuvred 
the German armed cruiser, which “ went down 
with her colours flying.’ any survivors were 
rescued by a collier. The Carmania had nine 
killed and 26 wounded. There were 423 on 
board the enemy ship, and hence the award of 
£2,115 as bounty. 

With reference to an award of £465 for the 
ramming of a German destroyer by an English 
cruiser, it was stated by Captain Loder-Symonds 
that he was leading a column of warships at 
10.15 o'clock on the night of March 25th, when 
he observed sparks issuing from a coal-burning 
veasel on the port bow; The helm of the cruiser 
was “put over,” in order to ram, and two 
enemy destroyers were observed steaming at 20 
knots. The cruiser hit the rear enemy vessel 
cutting her in halves, the two parts being seen 
qne on each side of the cruiser. Owing to dark- 
ness ib was not possible to ase the parts sink 
but it was impossible they could have remained 
afloat. The German official report officially

PRIZE FUND AWARDS. 

So far there has been no distfibution of prize 
money to captors. All moneys received as pro- 
ceeds of vessels or cargoes condemned in the 
Prize Court and: sold are paid into a common 
Prize Fund for distribution throughout the 
Navy on a broad basis which is to be deter- 


mined. 
INEXPENSIVE PROCEDURE. 


An idea may have been sometimes entertained 
that lawyers are making large sums of money 
out of prize proceedings with reference to 
bounty cases, but the opposite is the fact. When 
a claim is well founded, and there is no opposi- 
tion, the Court expenses are small, indeed. In 
the case of the Carmania, for instance, the 
Court awarded £2,115.

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PROTEST BY THE CORPORATIUN. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDONDERRY, 'Tunspay.

afford evidence that, with a comparatively slight 
return of progress and increase in settlement 
after the war, the System will earn -satisfac- 
tory profits. The report states that the com- 
pany handled during the year no less than 132 
million bishels of grain. This was gathered 
mainly from country opened up by the railway 
and tilled for the first time within the past 
fifteen years. We are to-day feeling the 
shortage of breadstuffs to a considerable extent. 
What degree of searcity, or even famine, should 
we not have experienced but for this enormous 
supply of grain brought into existence by the 
construction of the Canadian Northern. The 
colonisation of Northern Ontario has been re- 
tarded by the war, but, peculiarly enough, there 
is a compensating feature in the inordinate de- 
mand for paper and its consequent startling in- 
crease in costs. The spruce, balsam, and jack- 
pine woods suitable for making pulp, and of 
which there is an abundances tributary to the 
company’s lines, are finding an immediate 
market demand. A large part of the System's 
increase in freight revenue originated from the 
grain traffic. The System carried 131,978, 
bushels of grain in 1916, as compared with 
58,575,520 bushels in 1915, an Winerease of 
73,403,289 bushels, or 125.31 per cent. Inasmuch 
as many of the security holders invested their 
funds in the company’s undertakings, believing 
that the heart of the Empire would some day 
need to draw teavily upon the wheat fields of 
the Canadian West, it is with pride that the 
directors present these figures, illustrating the 
extent to which the prairies have been opened 
up, made productive, and the produce market- 
able by the company’s railways. There were 
probably few who thought that the crucial 
necessity would come so soon; but, having come, 
it must be considered fortunate that the Cana- 
dian Northern System and the country tributary 
to it were sufficiently developed to take an im- 
portant part in supplying the Empire’s food re- 
quiremvoats in the present crisis. To the pre- 
onderance of grain trafiic—this commodity 
ing carried at a low rate—is due the decrease 
in the revenue per ton per mile from 00.831 
cents. to 00.679 cents., or 18.29 per cent. It 
is interesting to note, however, that the average 
distance a ton of freight was hauled increased 
from 204.08 miles to 538.46 miles, or 41.35 per 
cent., with, of course, a marked advantage in 
operating results. The Canadian Northern's 
passenger and freight earnings were adversely 
affected by the lac of the two important 
terminalis at Montreal and Vancouver, which are 
under construction. It is expected that the 
tunnel under Mount Royal and the extensive 
station and facilities in the most central and 
convenient position for handling traffic in Mon- 
treal will be ready for operation in the spring 
of 1917, and that the Vancouver Terminal] will 
be available in the summer of 1917. The 
station at Toronto, which the company will 
occupy with the Canadian Pacific Railway, has 
been completed. During the year there were 
sold of the System's lands 19,443 acres, at an 
average of $16.57 per acre, or an aggregate of 
$518,248. There remained 843,000 acres of land 
in the Prairie Provinces available for sale. As 
this land is sold, the proceeds, amounting to 
many million dollars, will be available for re- 


of the System, thereby either reducing fixed 
chatges or increasing earnings. During the 
year 1916 over £100,000 of Land Grant nds 
have been purchased for redemption out of 
the proceeds of land sales. Tho new lines 
through Northern Ontario and British 
Columbia, making the System trans-continental, 
were completed and brought into operation 
juring the year under review, and tho railway 
now crosses the summit of the Rocky Mountains 
by means of maximum grades of 7/l0ths of 
1 per cent., and these are confined within one 
division. Nowhere else are gradients in excess 
of 5/10th of 1 per cent. The possession of these 
favourable grades gives the System an all-im- 
portant advantage in economy of operation. 
The main line’ from Quebec to Vancouver is 
superior to any line crossing the Continent of 
America in ints of grades and curvatures 
favouring traffic. Although the System's trans- 
continental line has been in operation for only 
a few months, its superior qualities from the 
Pee ge of ecénomy of operation are estab- 
lished. From the standpoint of traffic oppor- 
tunities the System’s railways occupy an excel- 
lent position. Assuming .the population of 
villages and towns heving one thousand in- 
habitants and over to be urban, the railways of 
the System serve 90 per cent. of the urban 
population of Alberta and 97 per cent. of the 
urban population of Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba. In Ontario and Quebec, the provinces 
from which manufactured products are mainly

tion. There is naturally keen speculation as to 
the future of Canada after the war, and this is 
increased by the patent fact that a large 
measure of the country’s present prosperity is 
due to productions for war purposes. While 
the directors hesitate to express their views on 
this matter, they feel assured that the indus- 
trial disarrangement through peace will be less 
serious and of shorter duration than the dis- 
arrangement which occurred in 1914 as a result 
of the war. It must not be forgotten that 
Canada is essentially a country of the future. 
Her stock of natural resources remains largely 
intact. Her vast known mineral wealth is only 
in the initial stages of development. Her 
timber resources can be valued in the hundreds 
of millions of dollars, and will become even 
more valuable during the world’s reconstruction 
days. The knowledge of these things must 
serve to create a spirit of optimism in Canada’s 
future, and a realisation that a large portion of 
these timber, mineral, and agrarian undeve- 
loped resources, now made accessible through 
the new lines of the System, has convinced the 
directors that the System is capable of an im- 
measurable expansion in earning power. The 
men who conceived and dared and carried out 
the construction of this vast System of 9,000 
miles of railway through a new and almost 
unsettled country, and who have expended un- 
tiring energy and great sums of money in at- 
tracting settlers have not lived in vain. They 
deserve well of the whole Empire and of the 
people of the great Dominion of Canada, to 
whom their life's work has brought wealth and 
the means of supplying the Empire with men, 


food, and money with which to conquer its 
enemies.

Germany's purpose is, doubtless, poli- 
tical rather than military, From the 
military point of view her strategy 


appears to be radically unsound. The 


factor which dominates the whole 
military situation on all fronts 1s 
the enemy's progressive shrinkage of 
reserves. The policy which that factor 
indicates for Germany is one which shall 
so far as possible economise her reserves 
by the adoption of short fronts and the 
maintenance of a defensive attitude. These 
are the circumstances in which the enemy 
pursue an offensive campaign which con- 


templates a steadily lengthening front, 


served by lengthening communications, 
and a correspondingly heavier drain on 
their reserves both for fighting purposes 
on the front and for transport purposes 
on the lines of communication. After 
their experience in Western Russia in 
1915, the enemy can scarcely hope, with 
their impoverished resources, to achieve 
a decision by this new campaign. 
At the worst, the vast distances of Russia 


would bafile their efforts as surely as they 
baffled them in 1916. To suppose that 


the Russians will be put to the neces- 
sity of another such prolonged retreat, 
however, is a large assumption. Russia 
is still deficient in munitions, but she is 
vastly better supplied than she was in 
1915 ; and her advance on her Baltic flank 
—where the remarkably high percentage 
guns captured as compared with 
prisoners suggests that the Germans may 
be attempting with extra artillery to make 
good the shortage of men—reminds the 
enemy that she is not now condemned to 
a réle of passive resistance. We are led, 
therefore, since the enemy’s offensive 1s 
strategically unsound, to the conclusion 
that its purpose is chiefly political. It is 
probably inspired by minor political 
motives; but its main motive is doubtless 
to push the war away from the frontiers 
of Austria-Hungary, and to avert the im- 
mediate peril of invasion which would cer- 
tainly bring to a head the new Emperor's 


efforts to rid himself of German domina- 


tion and seek a separate peace. The-Ger- 
mans, hawever, have to consider other 
Allies besides Austria. The Vossische 
Zeitung has just published an important 
message from its Sofia correspondent 


which expresses frank uneasiness about the 


attitude of Bulgaria, and even admits the 
“fear that she might forsake her present 
friends.” . Adyentures against Bessarabia 
make no appeal to Bulgaria, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether she will be pre- 
pared in Germany’s interest to embark on 
a policy of active aggression against 
Russia. 

Finally, the enemy’s plans at this ad- 
vanced season for a great offensive cam- 
paign against South-Western Russia seem 
to ignore a fact of some importance— 
namely, that the Allies have plans of their 
own which may conceivably interfere with 
the development of the German plans. The 
Germans cannot win the war in the south- 
east of Europe; but by flying off at a 
tangent in that quarter they may quite 
easily contrive to lose it in the west. They 
may not have long to wait before they will 
find themselves compelled to turn their 
attention from Russia to more pressing 
problems on the western front. The pre- 
sent inaction on that front is impressive, 


We use the word “inaction,” of course, 


only in a relative sense. The pressure 
upon the German lines is unceasing, even 
when no major operations are afoot. Even 
now it is steadily growing. For example, 
the past week has seen a raid on a large 
scale east of Arras—a raid, moreover, 
which presents some remarkable features. 
The German trenches were entered on a 
front of more than a mile, and were 
penetr:..d to the third line, without 
any opposition worthy of mention 
or more than insignificant casualties. 
Too much, of course, must not be made 
of such local weakness; but even local 
weakness is noteworthy, for the enemy 
cannot afford to be weak against us any- 
where. Under cover of these minor 
operations, which keep them in a 
perpetual strain of suspense, we are 
certainly preparing a full and greater 
resumption of the offensive that 
was interrupted by the November 
rains. It is a sign of strength that the 
enemy's excursions in the east do not move 
the Western Allies into premature action. 
General Nivelle and Sir Douglas Haig 
will strike in their own time; and; when 
they strike, they will strike for a decision 
which will confound the German: plans 
for the campaign of 1917.

**Quos Ego—”’ 


A famous preacher is said to have 
startled (and gratified) an Oxford con- 
gregation with the remark: “A classical 
education not only assures its possessor 
of happiness in this world and in the 
world to come, but enables him to look 
down upon his inferiors.” . Since that time 
the classics have fallen from their high 
estate. Greek is being ousted from the most 
ancient homes of lost causes and impos- 
sible ambitions. We are threatened with 
the expulsion of Latin by modern science 
and modern languages, marching on the 
The decay of Greek and 
Latin has been visible for a long time ia 
the newspapers. Forty years ago few 
leading articles or speeches in Parliament 
were unadorned by quotations from the 
classics. The new journalism and the new 
school of politicians have “no use for” 
such embellishments, and the average 
reader would be in no wise thankful for 
them. An illustration of the decline of 
knowledge which was the very root of our 
grandfathers’ education is furnished to- 
day. We print elsewhere Count 
Reventlow’s angry comment on the United 
States Ambassador's speech at Berlin. 
He says that Mr. Gerard's implied threat 
to Germany was: “ But should other men 
come whom we do not like, then, ‘‘Quos 
eqo—..”" ‘“Quos ego—” are the first 
words of one of the most hackneyed 
lines in the first book of the Aeneid. 
They were uttered by Neptune to the 
winds which Molus, at the bidding of 
cruel Juno's unrelenting hate, had let 
loose upon the Trojan ships. They imply, 
in their context, a threat of punishment 
for disobedience, which is all the more 
formidable because it is left indefinite and 
incomplete. The quotation gave just the 
right point to Count Reventlow’s taunt. 
Itisa melancholy proof of the obsolescence 
of the great Roman Epic in these islands 
that Reuter’s Agency has been moved to 
explain ' Quos ego—” in a footnote to the 
telegram. The classical scholar’s gloom 
will be deepened by the fact that the expla- 
nation is no explanation at all. It gives 
the origin of the words, but is silent about 
their significance. Made distrustfu) of all 
modern knowledge by this curious omis- 
sion, we consulted a well-known work of 
reference which has gone through several 
editions, and found that it attributed the 
words, not to Neptune, but to Molus. We 
could have wished for the late reverend 
author of this popular work five minutes 
with Dr. Busby. It is to be regretted that 
neither of the candidates for Sir James 
Campbell's seat in Dublin University has 
offered pledges for the safeguarding of 
Greek and Latin—for they are upon the 
very horns of the altar. We believe that 
even now a demand for “ The Classics, the 
Whole Classics, and ‘Nothing But the 
Classics,” would rally a few votes among 
the country parsonages.

FORTHCOMING VISIT TO 
IRELAND. 


The following is issued for publication :— 

The Duchess of Connaught’s Own Irish- 
Canadian Rangers will visit Ireland in about 
two weeks. The regiment is composed of Irish- 
Canadians, half of them Roman Catholic, half 
Protestant, and it is their desire to see the 
land of their forefathers on the occasion of 
their being in this part of the world.

Mr. Bonar Law is very hopefal that 
patriotism will combine with prudence to 
make the response to the Loan exceed all 
previous records. It may be said with 
some confidence that never again in the 
life of most of us will the investor have 
an opportunity of obtaining such a high 
rate of interest, accompanied by such abso- 
lute security. 


The announcement that the Prime 


Minister is to attend the Guildhall on ' 


Thursday next with Mr. Bonar Law and 
Mr. McKenna will give great pleasure in 
the City, where efforts are being made to 
organise a patriotic demonstrstion in 
honour of the occasion. 

There were days when Mr. Lloyd George 
was no favourite in City circles; but that 
feeling has entirely chatged: and it is 
anticipated that he will receive a greeting 
of the most enthusiastic nature. The fact 
that care has been taken to see that the 
banks get no advantage over the Stock 
Exchange when the prospectus is issued 
has given great pleasure to the members 
of the Exchange, and it is certain that 
they will be to the front in 
tion. 

It is rumoured that there will not be a 
great amount of new legislation Jaid before 
the House of Commons in the forthcoming 
Session, since the present Government 
holds the view that it can do most things 
necessary under the powers conferred by 
the Defence of the Realm Act. Ministers 
are said to believe, and possibly quite cor 
rectly, that the people of the country are 
willing to give them a blank cheque if 
only they will get on with the war. If 
the House of Commons should feel called 
upon to offer adverse criticism of too 
strong a nature, the Government would 
not hesitate to ask the King to dissolve 
Parliament, and then seek the support of 
the people. 

The rumour that the Government in- 
tended to close the cinema houses through- 
out the country is unlikely to have any 
foundation in tact, for it would be a step 
causing great. annoyance and dissatisfac- 
tion. Some remarkable figures concern- 
ing the cinema industty were given yes- 
terday at the Cinema Commission. Over 
seventeen millions of money are invested in 
it in this country. The week-day attend- 
ance is over one tHousand millions, while 
the attendance for Sundays for one 
numbered 10,500,000. ; 
hundred thousand people are engaged in 
the industry. The attendance figures re- 
present a visit to the cinema on the part 
of every inhabitant of the British Isles 
twenty-four times a year. The entertain- 
ment tax on these figures múst represent a 
very considerable sum. 

The fixing of a price for potatoes ought 
to reduce the heavy prices now ged 
in London for these vegetables. They are 
now 100 per cent. higher than they ought 
to bs, and this presses —s on the 
poor. The explanation of the shortage is 
the extremely heavy demands of the mili- 
tary authorities for the troops in train- 
ing. These demands are by no means at 
an end yet, and it is Be: Sh that the 
public will still be unable to get’ enough 
to satisfy all requirements. This, how- 
ever, will be only for a month or so, and 
then fresh supplies will begin to come 
into the market. 

This was moving day at the Hotel Cecil, 
and the move must be one of the largest 
recorded in the history of the world. The 
contents of over one thousand rooms are 
to.be cleared out, and they are to be 
stored at Covent Garden Theatre, which 
has been unused since the war started. 
The last breakfast was served at the hotel 
this morning, and soon afterwards the 
courtyard was filled with furniture vans. 
Some seventy Masonic Lodges will lose a 
home, and will probably transferred 
to the Connaught Rooms, formerly known 
as the Freemasons’ Tavern. 

A Swiss newspaper states that the Ger- 
mans are preparing to make use of hydro- 
cyanate or prussic acid shells, and that 
the Swiss military authorites have asked 
an authorty to report on the effect of these 
shells and the best method of protection 
against them. If the Germans really 
mean to make use of such a weapon (and 
it is probable that they will), no doubt the 
possibility has been under the con- 
sideration of our own War Office, and 
steps have been taken to counter the 
danger as much as possible.

SOME THRILLING ADVENTURES, 


The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
with the East African forces writes:— — 

The (South African) Squadron of the Roya 
Flying’ Corps is a uhit which fills*me, as a 
South African, with great pleasure. It is con. 
stituted upon real Imperial lines, more Im. 
périal even than the Royal Australian Navy, 
It is not the Royal African Flying Corps, but 
the South African Squadron of ‘the Royal 
Flying Corps. At first, this sounds like a dis. 
tinction without a difference, and that, as 
matter of fact, is exactly what it is, but tha 
distinction is important, It is no more Royal, 
and no more loyal, than the Australian Navy, 
but it is part of the great Imperial organisa. 
tion, and not a little corps on its own. The 
Australian Navy is also a part of the groas 
Imperial organisation, but it is more, as it 
were, “ on its own.” We in South Africa arg 
inclined to a little Africander policy. We arg 
inclined to attach too much importance in all 
maiters to having an organisation of our own, 
and too little importance to being in the closes; 
touch with the organisation of the Empire. |, 
took us a long time to realise that it is better 
to be part of a splendid world-wide Empire 
than to be a fifth-rate petty little independent 
State: some of us have not realised this yet. 

The (South African) Squadron of the Rova 
Flying Corps reports direct to the Imperia 
authorities; and it also reports to South Africa 
The Royal Australian Navy reports direct’ to 
Australia, and the Government of the Common

TEACHERS AND WAR LOSSES. 


The Commissioners of National Education have 
obtained the sanction of the Treasury for an 
amendment in the regulation as hitherto in 
peration dealing with the concessions which 
may be allowed for the purpose of safeguarding 
eachers against hardship resulting from a fall- 
ing-off in the attendance of pupils at national 
achools due to causes connected with the war. 

Where the application of ihe rule previously 
promulgated would fail to protect existing 
teachers against loss of position or income con- 
sequent upon a decline in the attendance of 
pupils @ their schools, which on investigation 
1 the Board's inspectors is shown to be due 
eolely to circumstances arising out of the war, 
the Commissioners are authorised, under the 
terms of the amended regulation, to suspend in 
such cases during the period of the war the 
operation of the rules requiring withdrawal of 
salary from assisiant teachers or reduction of 
the grade ealary of principal teachers, The 
heneht of this concession may be granted to 
teachers in town schools as well as to those in 
rural schools.

HOW SCIENCE IS REWARDED. 
The twenty-fifth annual meeting of the Incor- 
porated Association of Headmasters was opened 
at the London Guildhall yesterday, the members 
being welcomed by the Lord Mayor (Sir William 

Dunn), who was accompanied by the Sheriffs. 
“The war has opened new vistas of life,’ 
observed the Lord Mayor, “‘and, no doubt, 
many methods adopted in the pas! will have to 
be revised in the future. Education is of vast 
importance, and it will depend on the wisdom 
of the headmasters as to how the education of 

the country will progress.’’ 

in his presidential address, the Rev. J. R. 
Wynne-Edwards (headmaster of Leeds Grammar 
School) said that if we were to keep our place 
as a nation in the foremost ranks in the world 
of thought, and of the industrial world also, it 
was essential that the écientist’s respect for 
truth, his determination to observe phenomena 
irrespective of preconceived ideas, and to reason 
on observed facts without being hampered by 
preconceived ideas should be recognised as an 
essential part of the equipment of all educated 
men. He insisted on the necessity for a study 
of the Classies, and entered the strongest pro- 
lest against the modern fashion, led by Mr. T. 
K. Benson, of deriding humanistic as compared 
with scientific studies. Both were equally neces- 
sary.) We were all slowly being forced to the 
conclusion that we had been moving in too 
narrow ruts, and that we must get out of them 
if wé were to hold our own in industry with 
Germany and America after the war.

“That We greene named Adcnitrals yr 
Capelle and Holtsendorff can very well be 
understood from his point of view, but never- 
theless, it remains strange that he believed him- 
self entitled to do so. On the whole, it is with- 
out precedent that in war time the Ambassador 
of a neutral State names five leading men, and 
says that so long as they remain in their posts 
relations: between Germany and the United 
States will not become worse. But we may 
supplement this as follows :—' But. should other 
men come, whom we do not like, then, 
“ auos ego” '. The threat is unmistakable. In 
short, the whole banquet appears to us to show 
that the United States has reached its political 
aim as regards Germany, and that this fact has 
heen celebrated in Berlin by a great demonstra- 
tion."

everything to oblige Great Britainp and nothing | 


to oblige Germany, and asks—Why should 
Americans not entertain the friendliest feelings 
for us so long as we do everything they wish? 
The journal continues ;—We do not try to over- 
look the fact that Mr. Gerard attaches no un- 
substantial conditions to his peace testimony. 
He assures us that there will be no difficulty in 
maintaining good relations between America and 
Germany so long as a number of specially- 
mentioned men are at the head of the German 
Government. When Mr. Gerard ventures to 
speak of peace and friendship existing only so 
long as his official intercourse in Germany is 
with the men who created the hitherto prevail- 
ing political relationship of Germany with 
America, he expresses the opinion that any de- 
parture from the lines hitherto followed would 
endanger German-American frientship. We 
suspect such peace messengers. We desire to 
use Our weapons, as we are bound to use them, 
in order to settle with our enemies, and when 
we believe the hour has struck for every British 
traveller to be ruthlessly sunk by our boats we 
cannot answer to God and mankind if we do not 
do our duty. If America is really in carnest 
about the restoration of peace she should state 
the conditions of her friendship, not in Berlin,

EXPORT OF POTATOES STOPPED. 


Both the Congested Districts Board and the 
Estates Commissioners are now busily engaged 
in helping the movement, for the extension of 
tillage this year in Ireland: They have not 
waited for the publication of the scheme of the 
Government to which the Chief Secretary re- 
ferred the other day in his reply to the depu- 
tation from the County Councils’ General Coun- 
cil. The sooner the scheme is produced the 
better, so that all concerned might get to work 
without further delay, for the season is running 
on, and the land must be prepared for the 
crops. 

The Congested” Districts Board held a long 
meeting yesterday. Mr. Duke, Chief Secretary, 
presided, and the members present were :— 

The Most Rev. Dr. O'Donnell, Bishop of Raphoe; 
the Most Rev. Dr. Mangan, Bishop of Kerry; the 
Right Hon. T. W. Russell, M.P.; Sir William P.

The food question engaged the attention of 
the Board, and it was decided to offer portions 
of each of the grass farms in their possession, 
for the growth of potatoes during the year 
1917, under con-acre lettings. Land which the 
Board expect to distribute before the álst of 
March next will not be let for con-acré. Octu- 
piers of holdings exceeding £7 poor law valua- 
tion, or members of their Families residing with 
them on the holding or elsewhere, who have not 
arranged to have at least one-fifth of the arable 
portion of their own holdings under cultivation 
will not be eligible for con-acre on any of the 
Board’s farms. Eligible applicants for land 
should attend on any of the Board’s farms on 
which they desire to rent con-acre, and make 
arrangements with the herd as to the land to be 
cropped by them. The supply of the necessary 
seed, the capital, and the labour does not come 
within the purview of the Board. These mat- 
ters will come under the Food Controller’s 
scheme, and it is hoped that the facilities to be 
afforded will be such as to push on the work 
of tilling and sowing the land at once. The 
lands which the Board propose to let are situ- 
ated in the Counties Galway, Mayo, and Ros- 
common. . 

The Estates Commissioners are making ar- 
rangements to work all the land in their posses- 
sion, whith is suitable for tillage. The lands 
at sc in the hands of the Commissioners, 
exclusive of turbary and woods, comprise only 
4,730 acres. Already 1,980 acres of this area 
are ear-marked for distribution, and arrange- 
ments are being made for the cultivation of so 
much of the remaining 2,750 acres as are fit for 
tillage. Where there are small occupiers in 
the neighbourhood of the land held by the 
Commissioners, the land will be let for con- 
acre at a reasonable rent—a rent that will, it 
is hoped, induce persons to take and cultivate 
it by their own labour and their own money. 
In the event of the land not being let in this 
way, the Commissioners themselves will work it, 
and do all they can to set an example to the 
rest of the country in producing food for the 
people of Ireland. The lands are mainly in’ the 
midlands and in Connaught. 
commenced on a large farm in Co. Galway, and 
operations will be opened in the County Meath 
in a day or two. The labourers for the latter 
will be supplied from the West of Ireland.

THE PRICES OF SEED OATS AND 
POTATOES. | 


Following the Order of the Food Controller 
fixing the prices for the 1917 crop of wheat, 
oats, and potatoes, it is understood that a 
meeting of the Privy Council will be held in 
London to-day, at which comprehensive regu- 
lations dealing with the whole question will be 
considered. These regulations, which will be 
made under the Defence of the Realm Act, 
will apply to Ireland. 

There are still some questions pending be- 
tween the Food Controller and the Irish Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, but it is expected that 
these will be settled without delay. 

The Department of Agriculture has asked for 
an Order prohibiting the export from Ireland of 
oals. That export is going on very freely at 
the present time, and there is some danger of 
the stock being depleted to an injurious extent. 

The making of the Order fixing the price of 
the 1917 crop of oats and potatoes leads natu- 
rally to a consideration of thé question whether 
seed for that crop will be procurable at a 
reasonable price. The matter has received the 
careful attention of the authorities, and it is 
understood that an Order fixing the price of 
seed oats and seed potatoes will be made at 
once. Agriculturists will be much relieved to 
learn that the intention of the authorities is, 
so far as possible, to fix all prices in such a 
way that a reasonably accurate estimate may 
be made of the expenditure and receipts in the 
cultivation of a given quantity of land. 

The problem of ensuring an adequate supply 
of seeds, manures, and agricultural implements 
is, Of course, one of great difficulty. Its ex- 
treme importance is fully recognised by the 
Department of Agriculture, and the best ad- 
vice is being taken, so that the greatest benefit 
may result to the people. That there will be 
an enormous demand for seeds is evidenced by 
the fact that the Departmert is being strongly 
pressed to purchase tracfor ploughs and send 
them to different parts of tho country. Many 
owners of large tracts of grazing land have inti- 
mated their willingness to break up the land if 
they are afforded the use of these tractors. In 
the present state of the labour market, it is 
considered hopeless to expect that an enor- 
mously enlarged area of tillage can be advan- 
tageously worked unless by means of machinery, 
and it is reassuring to learn from the published 
reports of the conference of implement makers, 
held at the Department offices on Monday last, 
that the stocks of machines at present in Ire- 
land are darger than they were a year ago. 
The tractors, however, are too expensive to be 
purchased by the small farmer, and it would 
be a great help if the Department would fall 
in with the suggestion already referred to, and 
provide tractors for areas where they are re 
quired. 

Within the past few days the Department 
have refused licences to export potatoes from 
Ireland. 
been carried on under licences granted on cer- 
tain conditions. Strong representations were 
made to the effect that, if the export of pota- 
toes were allowed to continue at the rate at 
which it was going on up till a week ago, there 
would shortly be no potatoes in this country, 
and there would be a famine for seed. Against 
this contention it was urged that there was an 
abundance of potatoes in the northern counties, 
and that the destruction of what was called a 
é“ free ” market for the Ulster farmers would 
be an outrage. The Department yielded to the 
former plea, and thus the export of potatoes 
has come to an end. ' 

Mr. Russell, the Vice-Prasident of the Depart- 
ment, vesterday stated his views on this part 
of the food problem. ' 1 have done my best,” 
he said, “io find out what quantity of potatoes 
will be left in this country, after a fair and 
reasgnable allowance has been made for the 
food” of the people, what the Army and the 
Navy will require, and what will be required 
for seed in Ireland with the extended acreage 
that will be under potatoes next season.  [ 
have come to the conclusion that the margin 
for export is an extremely limited one, and 
that the safest thing to do is simply to close 
the account, and to frankly tell the potato 
merchants that the export cannot go on.” Mr. 
Russell went on to say that of course the 
position he had taken up was one that could be 
assailed, and probable would be assailed, but 
he thought the Department had no option but 
to stand behind that decision. 


PROTEST AGAINST PREVENTION 
OF POTATO EXPORTS. 


At the meeting of the Dundalk Rural Coun- 
cil yesterday, Mr. Wm. Woods, J.P. (Chair- 
man), presiding, Mr. Joseph Nefson moved a 
resolution protesting strongly against the 
attempts being made by interested parties 
through the Press and otherwise to have the 
export of potatoes completely stopped, and 
against their suggestions to the Government 
that the price of £8 a ton was too high for the 
1917 potato crop.

The importation of small 
quantities for personal use is, however, per- 
mitted.

supplies and clothing was enormous. Altogether, 
the day should be written down most suc- 
tessful, and it added to the dread which the 
pnemy already had of our “ birds.”’ 

In this month a curious incident occurred. 
Dne of the squadron motor cyclists, dashing 
along the road with a despatch, became sud- 
fenily aware of a rhinoceros, which bore down 
ppon him, passing close behind him. The 
tyclist made the best of his time up the 
road, but his machine was not in good order. 
The sand was thick, and the rhino began to 
gain upon him. An exciting chase ensued, 
which resulted in the cyclist abandoning the 
bicycle to its fate, and hiding himself in the 
long grass. The cycle was going on low gear, 
and in all probability the fumes from the 
petrol and its curious antics prevented the 
rhino scenting the’ cyclist and riveted his 
attention, for he spent some time in cautious 
examination of this new inhabitant of the 
jungle; then he trotted off, and our friend 
the cyclist attempted to regain possession of 
his machine. To his horror, however, he per- 
ceived the rhino returning, and again fied to 
cover. However, the great beast which showed 
signs of having been wounded disappeared, 
and, as his machine was broken, the cyclist had 
to make his way to camp on foot, passing 
another bicycle which had been trampled out of 
all semblance of a machine by the enraged 
animal, its owner being nowhere to be seen. 

FORCED TO LAND IN ENEMY LINES. 

The pilot, C— -T—, and the observer, McK— in 
the latter part of August had a very unpleasant 
experience.

On the other hand, 
the danger of flying in East Africa is peculiar 
to the country, and should not be under- 
estimated: A forced landing almost invariably 
means @ crash, and the pilot is more than lucky 
if he escapes with his life. Then, too, the 
Flying Corps sre exposed, as everyone else, to 
the fever and diseases which abound in the 
country, and these fevers are particularly dan- 
gerous to men to whom clear heads and clean 
taut nerves are essential. One cannot pilot a 
machine with the heats of fever upon one, and 
the intense sonse of depression which precedes 
and follows an attack of malaria is apt to 
destroy the nerves. The Corps has been of the 
greatest use from a military point of view. 
Indeed, without it the campaign must have 
been very greatly prolonged.

ACTION OF PUBLIC BODIES,

Council to carry out the Allotments Scheme 
have acquired the Carlisle Grounds (opposite 
the Princess Patricia Hospital), which will pro- 
vide about 50 plots. Practically’ all these have 
been applied for. The Committee have zlso 
been offered lands by the Pembroke Estate 
Office, and a large number of applicants have 
already come forward for these. A further con- 
siderable area of land must be acquired to 
satisfy the demands of applicants. On Satur- 
day next plots on the Carlisle Ground will be 
apportioned. Mr. . Brew Mulhballen, Hon. 
Secretary of the Committee, said the landlords 
in the district had been very kind, and had 
met the Committee in the best possible spirit. 

Mr. J. P. McCabe, J.P., Chairman, presided 
at a special meeting of the Blackrock Urban 
Council last evening. The meeting was called 
to consider the circular -letter from the Local 
Government Board with regard to land culti- 
vation. 

The Chairman said he had felt strongly he 
could not recommend the adoption of the 
scheme if it meant an increase on the township 
rates. He was now satisfied that such a scheme 
would mean no loss to the rates, and for that 
reason it would have his whole-hearted sup- 
port.

ULSTER AND HOME RULE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin.—I do not think that Mr. J. Johnston's 
repeated attacks on Ulster should be allowed to 
remain unanswered. In his first letter he spoke 
of the 90,000 Nationalists who had been induced 
to fight for the Empire by reason of the Home 
the Statute Book. Lord 
Wimborne stated last October that the total 
number of recruits in Ireland since the declara- 
tion of war had been 106,548. Omitiing from 
this number 2,798 who were marked as “ un- 
classed,’’ and about whom we therefore know 
nothing, we find that the recruits included 
57,583 Roman Catholics, 40,049 Protestanis from 
Ulster, and 6,118 Protestants from other parts 
of Ireland. It seemed hard, therefore, to make 
out how Mr. Johnston had arrived. at the number 
of 90,000 Nationalists. Now, however, he has 
explained that he did so by adding the Irishmen 
resident in England who enlisted there. I sub- 


not know the numbers, or the motives which 
induced them to enlist. It is quite possible that 
they were not Nationalists; or, if they were, 
that even Irish Nationalists resident in England 
should think it their duty to fight for the 
Empire, whether the Home Rule Act were on 
the Statute Book or not. 

In his second letter he deliberately misinter- 
prets some words in the letter of “R., J. Y.,” 
and says that the Uletermen did demand condi- 
tions before enlisting. He mentions two condi- 
One of these was 
the promise made by Mr. Bonar Law (which Mr. 
Johnston grossly misquotes) that British 
Unionists would support Ulster. Mr. Johnston 
must know perfectly woll that that promise was 
given six months before war was declared; it 
is absurd, therefore, to say that it was pre- 
sumably demanded as a condition before re- 
eruiting. The other condition which he says 
wes demanded and obtained was the promise of 
an Amending Bill; and he adds that it was not 
until those promises were obtained that the 
Ulster leader sounded the réveille, and it was 
not until the middle of September, 1914, that 
| rom Ulster in any 
considerable numbers. 

Now the facts are these. The war commenced 
On the 7th, at a meet- 
ing in Belfast, a letter from Sir E. Carson was 
read, in which he sald that the Unionists of 
Belfast would show, without any bartering of 
conditions, that the cause of Great Britain was 
their cause, and that with their fellow-citizens 
throughout the whole Empire they would make 
common cause and sacrifice. On the same day 
the Duke of Abercorn announced in the House 
of Lords that from the South Tyrone Regiment 
of the Ulster Volunteer Force 3,000 men had 
volunteered their services. The Nationalists did 
not attempt at the time to deny that the 
Ulstermen had taken that line. As one of them 
expressed it: “It delights Nationalists to see 
young West Britons rushing to join Kitchener's 
Army. Let them go and fight for England and 
et killed. Nationalists will stay at home.” 
Phe story that Uletermen did not come forward 
at once is an invention of a later time. 

On the 15th of September, Mr. Asquith, 
ing in the House of Commons, when introducing 
the bill to suspend the operation of the Home 
Rule Act, said: “I understand that during the 
past few weeks Sir E. Carson has taken steps to 
encourage and stimulate the men forming part 
of his organisation to respond to the call of the 
King to enlist with the Colours and to take 
dg in the common defence of the Empire. 

e all recognise that in the atmosphere which 
the great patriotic spirit has created in the 
country the employment of force of any kind 
for what is called the coercion Ulster is an 
absolutely unthinkable thing so far as I and my 
colleagues are concerned. Evidently, there- 
fore, it never occurred to Mr. Asquith that the 
patriotism of Ulster was only called forth by 
the promise of an Amending Bill. It was not 
until the 18th of ee that the Home 
Rule Bill was signed by the King. Mr, Johns- 
ton’s 90, Nationalists who joined the Army 
because it was on the Statute Book the fore 
knew that, previous to its being placed there 
the Prime Minister had promised that neither 
he nor any of his cot would ever counten- 
ance the coercion of Uister. Yet Mr. Johnston 
hints that it will be a breach of faith on the 
part of the Government if Ulster is not 
ecerced !

; Lhe price is based on “supply and demand,” 
and, after the deduction of the working ex- 
penses, as per the “monthly estimate,” the 
balance is divided amongst the suppliers accord- 
ing to the quantity supplied and the percentage 
of butter fat. It requires, roughly, 24 gallons 
of milk to make 1 ib. of butter. Before the 
war the farmers got about Sid. or 4d. per 
gallon for the butter fat in their milk; now 
they get about 8d. or 6id. Ask Mr. T. W. 
Russell or Mri R. A. Anderson how many extra 
millions of pounds tho farmers have made owing 
to the war by their cows.. 

Why should a farmer till his land? Why 
should he not keep all he has in grass and 
shout for extra land for conacre? Why should 
the high prices for potatoes, oats, or wheat 
induce him to work at tillage, when without 
work he can get still better prices from his 
milk? As a much simpler form of compulsion 
to him and a faiter, Í say: Fix a maximum 
price for butter at something slightly over pre- 
war prices, and the farmer, bein human, will 
automatically take off his coat and till every bit 
in his power to take advantage of the high 
prices for the bigger necessaries than butter— 
potatoes, wheat, oats, etc. Incidentally this 
would help to selve the milk question for at 
least sorme Irish towns and assist in increased 
hay available for the Army. Great Britain and 
Ireland must have increased tillage: we must 
have some form of compulsion for that. Even 
after the war we must have it. With us 
Unionism or Home Rule fade somewhat as com- 
pared with possible starvation in future years, 

I am by no means hostile to co-operation. 
have written this without the smallest animus 
against farmers. I suggest that they are en- 
titled (if others are) to all the “war profits ” 
they can get; but I suggest also that they 
should be switched on to making them out of 
what the nation cannot do without unless at 
the risk of starvation.

I had 
three cards from our men during the last few 
days telling me that they had been changed 
to new camps—two from Limburg to Giessen 
and one to Doeberitz. I have sent their ad- 
dresses to their depóts. Now that parcels go 
only from the appointed depéts, there is no 
chance for the men unless they know their 
camps. One man -wrote that “only for the 
good ladies who fed them they would have 
starved; but he cannot blame them now (the 
Germans), as they have nothing for them- 
selves.” It is more important than ever that 
the food depdts should have the new addresses 
ag soon as any change ia known.—Yours, etc.,
